Only One Hold Barred 


Newspaperman and, we hope, all pub­ 
lic officials are studying the U.S. 
Su­ 
preme Court's unanimous decision that 
no public official may recover damages 
for what he believes was a libel of his 
official conduct, unless he can show there 
was malice. 
The case developed out of an action in 
Alabama courts against The New York 
Times for publishing an advertisement 
signed by Northern backers of civil rights 
and four Negro ministers in the South. 
It was critical of the manner public of­ 
ficials had handled civil rights demonstra­ 
tions in Montgomery. 
Though no names were used, the Mont­ 
gomery police chief identified himself as 
the official criticized and won an award. 
A judgment of half a million dollars was 
made against the Times and the four 
Negro ministers. The Times carried the 
case to the Supreme Court. 


THE RULING rebuking and reversing 
the Alabama court is historically impor­ 
tant. It bars one more hold in the long, 
uphill fight of the press to expose all pub­ 
lic officials to continuous scrutiny and 
criticism. 


From now on, only one hold is barred 
when the press goes to the mat with a 
public official. 
The official must have been criticized 
with malice. The only basis for a libel 
action against a critic is proof of ma­ 
licious intent to injure him in his official 
capacity. In his private life, of course, 
he is entitled to the same protection all 
other citizens have. 


EVEN IF allegations against a public 
official are in error, they are not libelous 
unless there was malicious intent. An hon­ 
est mistake does not constitute grounds 
for a libel action. Malice? It is hard to 
define and will be hard to prove. 
The battle by holders of public power 
to stifle critics is never-ending. Its wag­ 
ing is an integral part of the dynamism 
of democracy. 
Officeholders never quit being sensitive 
to criticism of their official acts, and 
the press never quits needling them. 
If it ever stops, the spark will have 
gone out of popular government. 
The Supreme Court has made doubly 
certain it can’t be stopped — not even in 
Alabama. 


Bettering Human Relations 


“For the welfare and good order of the 
city” fat the avowed aim of the newly 
appointed Community Relations B o a r d 
which is to study problems related to dif­ 
ferent races, creeds and nationalities and 
to aid in eliminating discrimination. 
Discrimination is a sensitive word, 
weighted with various shades of mean­ 
ing. There has, in truth, been discrimina­ 
tion In East Liverpool in the past, and 
there exist today certain practices which 
restrict job and social-economic opportun­ 
ities for some groups. 
However, there has in recent years been 
a quiet but marked opening of more and 
more fields to persons of all races and 


Buy A Chance For A Tot 


New Hampshire's thumping turnout at 
the polls last Tuesday was not caused 
by vibrant interest in the presidential 
primaries. 
The people’s interest was in the chance 
to-exercise their option to participate in 
the nation's first legalized lottery. They 
jumped into it by a 3-1 margin. 
This is the way they propose to take care 
of 
the 
problem 
of 
financing 
public 
school education. Every town qualified to 
benefit in the income from the state 
lottery will receive its per pupil share. 
New Hampshire is not a wealthy state, 
but Massachusetts is. and Massachusetts 
money is the prize in the lottery project. 
Lottery tickets will be vended from ma­ 
chines In liquor stores, heavily patronized 
by residents of neighboring Massachu­ 
setts This, too, Is a New Hampshire fi­ 


nance project. Its liquor sales are chiefly 
of-state buyers. 
And why will anyone want to purchase 
New Hampshire lottery tickets at IS 
apiece? Because prizes ranging from a 
few hundred dollars to $100,000 will be 
paid for each $1 million worth of lottery 
tickets sold. The prizes will take between 
30 and 40 per cent of all lottery revenue; 
the remainder will go to the schools. 
The odds are long in the buyer’s favor. 
And everything that’s left goes to a blame­ 
less cause—as blameless as those now- 
famous Irish hospitals. 
This Is why New Hampshire voters 
flocked to the polls last Tuesday, not 
because they were under any illusion they 
were about to pick presidential nominees. 
An experiment in public finance was 
under way. 


When It Happens Here 


The filibuster In the U.S. Senate will 
sot draw nationwide attention until it has 
worn out public patience. This may take 
many weeks, because no proposal of 
pressing importance is blocked by the 
•ewest wind-jamming on civil rights. 
The significant aspect of this 1964 fili­ 
buster is the absence of rationalization 
for it. In other years when Southern ir- 
reconcilables misused Senate rules to 
block consideration of a civil rights pro­ 
posal, they could rally a certain amount 
if support for their obstructionism. 
They have no support in 1964. Even the 
people who doubt that the pending civil 
rights bill is enforceable in all particu­ 
lars are in no mood to take sides with 
Southerners putting regional bitterness 
ahead of the national welfare. 
The United States cannot afford the 
bitterness. 
It cannot afford the mockery of repro-

While 
conceding that possibly he may 
show equal strength in 
other 
states, the general disposition 
in political circles in both par­ 
ties is to discount any such con­ 
tingency. They just don’t see 
how he could emerge as a 
nominee who could conduct a 
hard-hitting campaign against 
the 
Johnson 
administration, 
with whose policies in Viet Nam 
he is so closely identified. 
Politicians 
have 
really 
fo­ 
cused on the effect that the 
New Hampshire primary will 
have on the chances of Sen. 
Coldwater, Gov. Rockefeller and 
former Vice President Nixon. 
They are admittedly the three 
men most discussed by the lo­ 
cal leaders and party chiefs 
who will have much to say 
about the selection of delegates 
for the Republican national con­ 
vention in San Francisco in 
July. 
Just as supporters of Gov. 
Rockefeller are unwilling to ad­ 
mit that he was decisively de­ 
feated in New Hampshire, so 
do the admirers of Sen. Cold­ 
water declare that the Arizona 
senator was lucky to run as 
well as he did in a New Eng­ 
land state and will do far bet­ 
ter in the Western and South­ 
ern states. 


SO THE REPUBLICAN race 
is, for the time being, still cen­ 
tered on 
Messrs. 
Coldwater, 
Rockefeller and Nixon. If Am­ 
bassador Lodge does make a 
good showing in other states. 
it is conceivable that the ticket 
of 1960 — Nixon and Lodge— 
may be renominated. 
Ifs a travesty of American 
politics, however, that a candi­ 
date who never made a speech 
in the primary campaign and 
who has not even been in this 
country in recent weeks should 
get a bigger vote than any of 
those who have actively cam­ 
paigned. This will be construed 
by Democrats as a sign that 
the Republicans are disunited 
and that they have not concen­ 
trated on any single issue or 
personality. 
The origin of a write-in vote 
is not always known to the pub­ 
lic. On the surface, it looks as 
if it is a spontaneous affair, 
but it takes a good deal of or­ 
ganized work and plenty of 
funds at the precinct level. In 
a small state like New Hamp­ 
shire. it’s possible for organi­ 
zations to be developed in a 
short time and for write-in votes 
to be recorded on a relatively 
large scale. It does seem odd 


that the whole country should 
be asked to judge the outcome 
of a primary election on the 
basis of the vote cast for Am­ 
bassador Lodge, which was only 
33,500 out of a total of 94,600 
Republican votes in the New 
Hampshire election. 
If there were a “run-off” pri­ 
mary in prospect, the situation 
would be different. The elector­ 
ate would have to make a 
choice between Lodge and Cold­ 
water. There is no state law, 
however, providing for such a 
run-off. 


WHILE THE New Hampshire 
primary may make the Repub­ 
licans 
uncomfortable because 
there is no clear-cut choice, it 
raises some problems for the 
Democrats, too. 
The write-in vote for Attor­ 
ney General Kennedy, which 
was almost as much as the 
write - in vote for President 
Johnson, will undoubtedly en­ 
courage a nationwide drive for 
the brother of the late Presi­ 
dent to be nominated for the 
vice presidency. 
The attorney general himself 
must of necessity discourage 
any such efforts, and doubtless 
he is sincerely trying to do so. 
But there is no law which pro­ 
hibits a friend and admirer 
from actively working for the 
nomination of a presidential or 
vice-presidential candidate, and 
stimulating a write-in drive. 
Already there are indications 
in 
the 
Wisconsin 
primary, 
which is to be held shortly, that 
there will be a very intensive 
movement to get write-in votes 
for the attorney general as a 
possible vice-presidential candi­ 
date. 


IT WOULD take only a few 
of these primaries to impress 
the delegates at the Democra­ 
tic national convention at At­ 
lantic City next August that 
Robert Kennedy is a serious 
contender for the vice-presiden­ 
tial nomination Selecting 
the 
vice - presidential candidate is 
usually left to the presidential 
nominee. But, in this case, Mr. 
Johnson, who is sure to be 
nominated, will have to decide 
whether he will gain more votes 
or alienate more support inside 
the Democratic party by ac­ 
cepting the attorney general aa 
the vice-presidential nominee. 
For one thing, there is bound 
to be a bigger emphasis this 
time on the vice-presidential of­ 
fice than there otherwise would 
have been if Mr. Johnson had 
not had a heart attack several 
years ago. 
Despite the fact that the phy­ 
sicians have pronounced 
the 
President in excellent health 
the politicians who are friendly 
to Attorney General Kennedy 
for the nomination will intensi­ 
fy their efforts because of the 
possibility, 
however 
remote, 
that there might be a vacancy 
in the office of the presidency 
in the next term 
So the Democrats have inher­ 
ited some problems from the 
New Hampshire primary, even 
though they are of a different 
nature than those which con­ 
front the Republicans. 
College Salaries Lag

The nation’s school teachers 
have been watching with active 
or passive interest the jurisdic­ 
tional fights developing between 
the National Education Associ­ 
ation and the American Feder­ 
ation of Teachers. Sometimes 
the huge “professional organi­ 
zation.” the NEA wins, as it 
did recently in M i l w a u k e e . 
Sometimes the pows, ful AFT be­ 
comes 
the 
union 
bargaining 
agent, as it has in New York 
City. 
So far. there has been 
no 
comparable fight to divide the 
ranks of higher education and, 
incidentally, to jack up salaries. 
Maybe there should be. 
At least that is the f i r s t 
thought that comes to mind in 
reading the newest NEA survey 
—on 
university, 
college 
and 
junior college salaries for 1963- 
64. 
For the last ll years, the NEA 
has been surveying these sal­ 
aries in biennial reports. Each 
year, as it is this year, the 
complaint is the same: salaries 
have gone up, somewhere be­ 
tween 6 to 8 per cent, but that 
isn’t anywhere near enough, and 
they still don’t compare “favor­ 
ably with earnings in other pro­ 
fessions” , 
But the fact still remains that 
the year-to-year improvement is 
slow, steady—and insufficient. 
The problem becomes particu­ 
larly acute this year, as the 
real bulge of World War II ba­ 
bies hits the college campuses. 
And the numbers 
boom 
will 
build steadily in the next IO 
years. 
As Dr Ray C. Maul, director 
of the NEA study, points out, 
“the gap between the haves and 
the have-nots is widening And 
this is happening at a time when 
the have-nots are more impor­ 


tant to us than ever befor 
Dr Maul was referring to 
small have-not colleges wh 
cannot afford to compete in I 
aries with the larger wealth 
haves.

GBC Projects 'Friendly' Image 


Fred Friendly’* recent ap­ 
pointment as president of CBS 
News evidently is another at­ 
tempt to top management to 
duck the curse 
of being called 
the “fun and 
g a m e s net­ 
work.” 
Fred, on the 
other h a n d , 
may have dif­ 
ficulty now re­ 
ferring to him­ 
self as a “hos-_ 
tage” at CBS, Hat Humphrey 
as he has in the past. Perhaps 
the network at times tolerated 
his controversial reporting cru­ 
sades (cigarettes, birth control, 


(maybe started by NBO that 
CBS was looking for someone 
to team with Walter for the con 
ventions. ABC is putting How­ 
ard K. Smith and Edward P. 
Morgan in tandem to do their 
convention coverage, so natur­ 
ally it was assumed it takes two 
to take in a convention on TV. 
The fact is that Walter, an­ 
choring his own half-hour CBS 
nightly news program this sea­ 
son, has more than held his own 
with 
NBC’s 
Huntley-Brinkley 
duet. 


WALTER was a veteran news­ 
man long before embarking on 
a radio-TV career, and he still 
works like a journeyman news 
etc.) on “CBS Reports” only so reporter. When CBS put him in 
that it might use him as a re- charge of the half-hour last fall, 
buttal at FCC hearings inves- he insisted a TV camera be 
tigating crime and vapidity on 
TV. 


BUT NOW that Fred has been 
made a member of the charmed 
executive circle, he can worry 
about becoming a brainwashed 
hostage. 
Just prior to his prdmotion, 
Fred and one of his producers, 
Gene DePoris, were working up 
a “CBS Reports” on the busi­ 
ness of TV ratings, a project 
that chilled the CBS sales de­ 
partment to its brittle bones. 
Why would CBS do anything 
which might discredit ratings 
when the network had 14 of the 
shows in the top 15 of the Niel­ 
sen rating chart? 
This question no doubt bother­ 
ed CBS-TV president Jim Aub­ 
rey, but at “CBS Reports” he 
had learned that Fred was a 
stubborn island unto himself. 
With Fred being brought more 
closely into the corporate set-up 
as a “president,” maybe Aub­ 
rey feels he can reason with 
him more along corporate lines. 


IT WILL BE Interesting to 
see if the “CBS Reports” rating 
story remains on the schedule, 
and, lf so, how hard it hits at 
the Inadequacy of the present 
rating systems. 
In his new 
position, 
Fred 
necessarily will have to become 


moved into CBS’ newsroom of 
fice, instead of his moving into 
a TV studio. 
His fan mail has quadrupled 
over what it was for the previ­ 
ous 15-minute segment he did. 
Walter still recognizes the 
limitations of TV as a news 
medium, but continues to try to 
find ways to overcome them. 
He knows that reporting means 
investigating. As a result, he 
frequently beats NBC’s Huntley- 
Brinkley with exclusive stories. 
With Cronkite in his comer, 
new CBS News president Fred 
Friendly probably already has 
his answer to Huntley-Brinkley 
at the conventions.

FBI Arrests 2 
For Attempt To

FORT PIERCE. Fla. (A P )- 
FBI agents arrested two former 
Florida East Coast 
Railway 
employes early today on charg­ 
es they attempted to blow up 
an FEC train with 50 pounds of 
dynamite Thursday night. 
The two were identified by 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
aa John Wesley Davis, 28, who 
lives near here, and Joseph Leo 
Vedder, 32, of Miami. 
Hoover said 15 sticks of dyna­ 
mite were found wired to the 
rails at the north end of an FEC 
bridge in Indian River County, 
north of here. 
The explosives were wired so 
they would detonate when a 
train’s wheels passed over the 
tracks, the FBI said.

Q. What Is the best way to 
lore leftover putty in order to 
revent its drying out and ban­ 
ning?

soiled areas, sprinkle a little 
of your softener on a damp 
cloth and rub the tiles clean. 
Rinse the surface and wipe dry 
with a soft cloth. Mild scouring 
powders may also be used to 
clean glazed tile, but must be 
rinsed off carefully. Avoid harsh 
abrasives and acid solutions. 


Q. How can I insure a tight 
and permanent repair when re­ 
placing a chair rung that has] 
pulled out of its hole? 
A. Glue alone will not always 
do the job. Mix wood glue with 
sawdust and fill half the peg 
hole with this. Insert the rung, 
and push in tight for a repair 
job that will hold up under 
strain. 


Q. How can I remove paint 
stains from clothing? 
A. By saturating them with 
equal parts of ammonia a n d 
spirits of turpentine. Soak the 
places well, then wash w i t h 
soapsuds.

ANSWER: Inside the Earth are powerful forces which have 
caused its crust to buckle or crack, to lift up or sink down, 
and it is these forces which have built the mountains. We il­ 
lustrate the four main mountain types, showing a cross sec­ 
tion below each picture illustrating what happened to the 
earth's crust. 
“Fault block” mountains are caused by sharp breaks or 
cracks in the crust, allowing forces underneath to move 
blocks of rocks, either up, down or sideways. The Sierra 
Nevada mountains and the Grand Tetons are examples of this 
type. In “Dome type” mountains, molten rock has risen 
toward the surface but instead of breaking through, has 
caused a huge blister under the overlying rock which then 
hardened. In the White Mountains of New Hampshire, the 
outer rock has eroded away, revealing the rounded domes 
which have solidified into light colored granite. When vast 
forces pushed the Earth’s crust together, it crinkled into 
“Folded type” mountains, which lie in parallel ridges, like 
those in the Western Appalachians. Finally, molten rock, 
erupting into the air. spew out cinders and lava which build 
up “Volcano type” mountains. Many mountain ranges show 
combinations of these processes.
